A joint report by the war produc- 


tion board and the aircraft produc- 
tion board showed today that this 
country has 'turned out 
171,257 


planes since Pearl Harbor and will 
make 
100,000 planes 
this year 


alone. 


The report noted that in 1936 


Germany was^building 5 planes for 
every one made here and by early 
1942, Ihc German year of peak pro- 
duction, this T country had 
surged 


ahead. 


In numbers U. S. production ex- 


panded, 
400 per 
cent between 


January, 1940—four monlhs after 
the European war started —and 
March of this year. In weight, the 
more meaningful measure,' output 
rose 6,800 per cent. 


"Present annual Japanese pro- 


duction of combat planes is esli- 
maled at about 13 per cent of the 
U. S. output," Ihc report, said. "The 
monthly output of Japan, for all 
types, is estimated at between 1,- 
000 and 1,400 planesy 


"The Germans are now produc- 


ing only about 75 per cenl of their 
output (at about 27,000 planes) -in 
1942. 


"It is estimated that more than 


40 per cent of German fighter pro 
duction has been knocked out (by 
bombing). Germany's current tolal 
monthly production of all types is 
estimated at about 1,800 planes." 


(In this connection, General H. H. 


Arnold of the army air forces re- 
ported recently that while great 
damage has eaten into German re- 
serves, the enemy's air strength 
hns not been knocked out.) 


The British Empire and the U. S. 


together have built about 300,000 
planes since England's entry into 
the war, while Germany and Ja- 
pan together are believed to have

New Tax Era- 
Whole Thing 
Is Simplified 
Washlngon, 
7vTay 
31 — (IP) — 


America entered today a new era 
of taxation — an age promising an 
end lo Ihe great confusion of in- 
come tax returns for 50,000,000 peo- 
ple — and congressional tax lead- 
ers turned confidently toward ex- 
tending simplification to corpora 
tax structures. 


The new day dawned for long- 


harassed taxpayers after President 
Roosevelt signed into law the tax 
streamliner that Congress sent to 
him will its unanimous approval. 


Answering the outcry against the 


intricacy and irritation of comput- 
ing income liability' lo the govern- 
ment, the new law completely re- 
shuffles the income tax structure, 
relieving 30,000,000 of any further 
lax compulations and simplifying 
the filing processes for Ihe 20,000,- 
000 others — al the same time 
keeping actual tax burdens 
near 


their present levels for most 
tax- 


payers. 


Chairman Doughton (D-NC) 
of 


the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, which initiates all lax leg- 
islation, said the next big job for 
the group would be the streamlin- 
ing of corporation lax laws. 


Specifically, the new"''simplifica- 


tion law provides: 


1. Repeal of the wartime victory 


tax, and complelc revision of the 
normal and surtaxes. 


2. Readjustment of the wilhhold- 


ings against wages annnalaries— 
effective-next January 1 — to dc 
duct from wage envelopes and sal- 
ary checks Iho full tax liability of 
persons earning $5,000 and less 
thus relieving the 30,000,000 from 
the necessity ,of ever computing an 
other income tax return. 


3. Of the 20,000,000 who slill must 


file returns — those getting over 
$5,000 and those with over $100 an- 
nually from other 
sources 
than 


wages and salaries —10,000,000 can 
use a simple tax table 
showing 


their entire tax, and' the remain- 
ing 10,000,000 would fill out returns 
in more detail but with a simpler 
return than the old long form. 


The new method of computing 
axes is effective immediately and 
applies to all 194 income. How- 
ever, there will be no change in 
the payroll deduction for taxes-mis 
year, the measure providing that 
.he government will make the com- 
pulations on this year's income for 
persons on wages and salaries of 
$5,000 and less.

7 lo 1 ahead of Japan. 


A joint report by the war produc- 


tion board and the aircraft produc- 
tion board showed today that this 
country has 'turned out 
171,257 


planes since Pearl Harbor and will 
make 
100,000 planes 
this year 


alone. 


The report noted that in 1936 


Germany was^building 5 planes for 
every one made here and by early 
1942, Ihc German year of peak pro- 
duction, this T country had 
surged 


ahead. 


In numbers U. S. production ex- 


panded, 
400 per 
cent between 


January, 1940—four monlhs after 
the European war started —and 
March of this year. In weight, the 
more meaningful measure,' output 
rose 6,800 per cent. 


"Present annual Japanese pro- 


duction of combat planes is esli- 
maled at about 13 per cent of the 
U. S. output," Ihc report, said. "The 
monthly output of Japan, for all 
types, is estimated at between 1,- 
000 and 1,400 planesy 


"The Germans are now produc- 


ing only about 75 per cenl of their 
output (at about 27,000 planes) -in 
1942. 


"It is estimated that more than 


40 per cent of German fighter pro 
duction has been knocked out (by 
bombing). Germany's current tolal 
monthly production of all types is 
estimated at about 1,800 planes." 


(In this connection, General H. H. 


Arnold of the army air forces re- 
ported recently that while great 
damage has eaten into German re- 
serves, the enemy's air strength 
hns not been knocked out.) 


The British Empire and the U. S. 


together have built about 300,000 
planes since England's entry into 
the war, while Germany and Ja- 
pan together are believed to have 
produced about 151,000,

New Tax Era- 
Whole Thing 
Is Simplified 
Washlngon, 
7vTay 
31 — (IP) — 


America entered today a new era 
of taxation — an age promising an 
end lo Ihe great confusion of in- 
come tax returns for 50,000,000 peo- 
ple — and congressional tax lead- 
ers turned confidently toward ex- 
tending simplification to corpora 
tax structures. 


The new day dawned for long- 


harassed taxpayers after President 
Roosevelt signed into law the tax 
streamliner that Congress sent to 
him will its unanimous approval. 


Answering the outcry against the 


intricacy and irritation of comput- 
ing income liability' lo the govern- 
ment, the new law completely re- 
shuffles the income tax structure, 
relieving 30,000,000 of any further 
lax compulations and simplifying 
the filing processes for Ihe 20,000,- 
000 others — al the same time 
keeping actual tax burdens 
near 


their present levels for most 
tax- 


payers. 


Chairman Doughton (D-NC) 
of 


the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, which initiates all lax leg- 
islation, said the next big job for 
the group would be the streamlin- 
ing of corporation lax laws. 


Specifically, the new"''simplifica- 


tion law provides: 


1. Repeal of the wartime victory 


tax, and complelc revision of the 
normal and surtaxes. 


2. Readjustment of the wilhhold- 


ings against wages annnalaries— 
effective-next January 1 — to dc 
duct from wage envelopes and sal- 
ary checks Iho full tax liability of 
persons earning $5,000 and less 
thus relieving the 30,000,000 from 
the necessity ,of ever computing an 
other income tax return. 


3. Of the 20,000,000 who slill must 


file returns — those getting over 
$5,000 and those with over $100 an- 
nually from other 
sources 
than 


wages and salaries —10,000,000 can 
use a simple tax table 
showing 


their entire tax, and' the remain- 
ing 10,000,000 would fill out returns 
in more detail but with a simpler 
return than the old long form. 


The new method of computing 
axes is effective immediately and 
applies to all 194 income. How- 
ever, there will be no change in 
the payroll deduction for taxes-mis 
year, the measure providing that 
.he government will make the com- 
pulations on this year's income for 
persons on wages and salaries of 
$5,000 and less.

U.S. to Offer 
Security Plan 
to Nations

United Stales is prepared to put 


j forth at the forthcoming big-four 
meeting here a plan for an inter- 
national security organization pat- 
terned on the League of Nations and 
providing a consultative formula 
for the use of force to suppress 
war. 


By this 
formula 
each 
nation 


would retain final authority 
over 


its own troops, planes and ships 
and would assign no direct power 
over them to 
the 
international 


agency. The agency after consulta- 
tions among its members, 
could 


recommend but not order, that a 
member natiotj use its troops for 
international police duty. 


The only binding commitment on 


this vital point would be one which 
In effect has already been made 
in the Moscow four-power declara- 
tion — that no participating coun- 
try would use its forces in foreign 
territory except in accordance with 
the decisions of the international 
agency to maintain peace. 


The program, covering five main 


points, will go before the represent- 
atives of Russia, Britain and,China 
here this summer at,the start of 
the informal discussions to which

U.S. to Offer 
Security Plan 
to Nations

Washington, May 31 —(/P)— The 


United Stales is prepared to put 


j forth at the forthcoming big-four 
meeting here a plan for an inter- 
national security organization pat- 
terned on the League of Nations and 
providing a consultative formula 
for the use of force to suppress 
war. 


By this 
formula 
each 
nation 


would retain final authority 
over 


its own troops, planes and ships 
and would assign no direct power 
over them to 
the 
international 


agency. The agency after consulta- 
tions among its members, 
could 


recommend but not order, that a 
member natiotj use its troops for 
international police duty. 


The only binding commitment on 


this vital point would be one which 
In effect has already been made 
in the Moscow four-power declara- 
tion — that no participating coun- 
try would use its forces in foreign 
territory except in accordance with 
the decisions of the international 
agency to maintain peace. 


The program, covering five main 


points, will go before the represent- 
atives of Russia, Britain and,China 
here this summer at,the start of 
the informal discussions to which 
those governments 
were 
invited 


yesterday by Secretary Hull. The 
conferees very probably will 
be 


either the foreign secretaries of the 
four powers — Eden,.Molotov, T.V 
Soorig and Hull — or their under- 
secretaries.
